RUSH POINT PIONEER CALLED 


Mrs. John Jennings, Resident of Rush Point for Past Fifty Years 
Answers the Final Call 


One of the largest gatherings ever assembled for a funeral service at Rush Point, were in 
attendance for the late Mrs. John Jennings, on Tuesday, Sept. 23, 1930. Services in charge 
of Director F. W. Hanson were held at the home at two p.m., followed by services at the Rush 
Lake Lutheran church at 2:30 o'clock. Rev. E. A. Bongfeldt officiated, assisted by Rev. S. G. 
Carlson of Rush Point. Singing was rendered by a male quartet, composed of Frank D. 
Lindstrom, Wallace Lindstrom, Elmer Fredin and Garried Holt, with Miss Louella Lindstrom 
accompanist. 


The pall bearers were: George, William, Chas., Frank and John Challeen and Clinton 
Johnson, with interment in the family lot in the Rush Lake Lutheran cemetery, beside the 
church which she has been a devoted member for over thirty years. Among the relatives from 
out of town, who attended the funeral were Mrs. Helen Green, Mr. Geo.

Ericka Christine Challeen was born in Rolanda Socken, Dalsland, Sweden Dec 11, 1861 and 
passed away after a lingering illness at the Swedish hospital in Minneapolis on Sept 19, 1930, 
at the age of 68 years, 9 months and 8 days. She came to this country with her brother in 
1880 and came direct to Rush Point, where she has always resided, except for ten years 
when she lived in Duluth. Deceased was united in marriage to John Jennings on July 6, 1887 
at Duluth, Minn. To this union was born three children, two of whom with the father survive, 
one son died in 1912. 


She leaves to mourn her passing her husband, Mr. John Jennings, two sons, George Thomas 
and Russel Mackwood, at home, also one brother, A. M. Challeen of Pine City, and two 
grandchildren, besides other relatives and hosts of friends. Deceased was a pioneer resident 
of Rush Point, having resided there almost fifty years, where she had endeared herself to 
everyone, which was shown when the large gathering assembled to pay their last sad 
respects to the departed. The floral offerings bestowed were numerous and beautiful.
